The Camden Handicap, I.<*xington’s $5,000 rac 
;it one mile and a quarter, will attr.ot man.v of 
the best long distance runners of the winter mee' 
ings. It should dr.iw some good horn's that are 
wiiit<*ring in the north and east. I.ast year’s Cam- 
den llandieup was won b.v Exterminator, whi«*h wa 
prepared at Hot Springs. .Many of the jirospectiv; 
iiarticipants in this (‘oniing spring’s racing in Ken- 
tm*k.v are m»w in training at Hot Springs. 

'lliis year, for the first time, starters iu the 
K<*ntiicky lx*rby will lx* n*<|uired to carr.v full 
xveight. No penalties or allowances are mentioned 
in the conditions. If the Kentucky Derby winner is 
also fortunate enough to win the Ijutonia Derb.v his 
owner will get :in additional $5.*MM>.

Sunshine Tells on the Going and 
Brings Interesting Racing.

. .\im*ricans have alwa.vs enjo.ved a reputation ;is riders and fur general horsemanship which has been 
elebratefl in song. W«* have liad “Sheridan’s Rid»*’’ and “Old Put’s Ride” down tin* rocks at (Jreen- 
wicli, not to mention “'The Midnight Ride of Paul R»*vere,’’ wlih'li meant the birtli of a nation. But 
iis race riders — jockeys, the itrofession was limited up to the revival of raring “at the close of the 
Civil War. Indeed, many of our lM*st riders had lH*en n*ally amateurs — t*ouiitr.v gentlemen like Mr, 
Purdy, who rode Eclipse against Heiir.v in 1823. or Mr. latird. who rmie Fashion when she defeated 
Boston ill 1842. Men rode more than they do in these. days of steam ami eleetricit.v. But races wen* 
ridden to a great extent by stable boys as the low scale of weights made it difficult for grown men 
to do so. 

'The iirincipal professional jockeys before the I’ivil War were Kilpatrick. (HI Crane. John Ford, ('harles 
and .Ni'Ison Littletield. 'Tom Patton and “.Mh*.“ the famous <*olored joi-key lM*lunging to Mr. Duncan 
F. Kenner of New Orleans. Oil (’ram* had finished his can*er before I went nu'iug. although I met 
him later witli Isaac WoiHlruff (brother of Hiram VVoiMlruff). Charh*s Littlefield rode his last races 
amoug the first I ever saw. John Ford was ruled off for pulling Vuuxliull for the Saratoga Cup; 'Tom 
Patton hud finished riding, and “Abe” was riding his last raees. A<*eordingI.v. liilpatrick was the 
onl.v one of the old school of jockeys with whose riding I was really familiar, as he was riding in 1870 
ami 1871. when the others had retired from the saddle and their places were filled by English jockeys, 
a great many of which were cuiiiiug ln*re at that period. 

Kilpatrick was from 1810 to alMOit 1870 the most e«*b*brat«‘d of American jockeys. His real name, 

I Imlieve. was KlllK*rt 1*. Watson, but In* hud always ridden as KillK*rt Patrick. He came from Poughkeep 
sie, N. Y.. hut had ridden on every race course iu the country. He was a small man. wcigiiing alsjut 
100 ]K>unds. with a large head and face, xvliich was adorned with u eliiii-whisker of the “paint brush’’ 
shaix*. He was a pink of neatiness in his dress, never “loud,” but carefully groomed, extremely polite and 
rather quiet in manner. He sat quite upright iu the saddle, but his legs were so short that he looked like 
a manikin when mount(*d. 

He had ridden iu most of the great raees of his era. Ho had tin; mount on Boston when lie de 
featod Kano in 1840. ami he again rmle Boston when the old hero struck his flag to Fashion iu the 
great four-mile heat race of 1842. When Wagner defeated (Jn*y Eagle it was said “the n.*sult would 
have Im*<*ii n*vcrsed if (Hlt>atrick had ridden the grey horse.’’ He had ridden lH*xington in Iiis mateli 
agaittst time at New Orleans in 1855, and al*«> when l^rxington deffut»Hl I^iiunpte the same year, and 
retired t‘]iampi(m of the turf. He liad gone to England and ridden Pryor«*sH for the Ku(hIw(kk 1 Cup of 
1857. won by the French horse Monurtim*. when it was said he mistook the course, and took the Jirst 
steamer home. 

iMiriiig tlie Civil War he r<xle when opiNirtuiiity ofTen*d. riHUi the revival of racing in the North at 
Jerome Park. Patterson and Saratoga, “Kil” was again the great jockey. He nnle Keiitiick.v in all his 
races as a thre«*-year-old, wimiiiig the 'Travers, the S«*quel. Jersey. St. lH*ger of 1S(VI. and in 18G5 the Sar 
atoga Cup and otlier events on Keiituck.v and others of .Mr. John Hunter’s Imrses. He had the distiu<*tioii 
of riding the lirst winner of the Belmont Stakes (lsr,7l. Hie great lill.v Kiitliless. with wliicli he w<ui his 
Olid 'Travers Stakes, 'Throughout 18*»8 and lsi;9 Ids practici* was large, and even as late as 1870 Mr. 
Belmont intrusted (Heiiclg with him for the Westchester Cup. Jt was after this race tliat “Kil,” despite 
Ids quiet habit, showed a sense of humor uiiexiM*ctedIy. 

“Why did .von not make your run sooner with (Hem*Ig’r” asked Mr. B(*lmoiit. 

“I guess you’ll liave to ask the horse, sir.” replied “Kil.” iKiiutiiig to Kleiielg’s heaving tiaiiks. 

It was Kilpatrick’s misfortum* to havt* outlived Ids reputation. lie nub* until 1880. but tlie last ten 
3'cars relleeted little of the hue liorseuiuiisldp with wliicIi his earl.v days were credited. It was only at 
times that la* sliowed a flash of the <dd spirit wld<h, twi*nty years lx‘fon;. lia<l won Idm a reputation his 
later life did nothing to sustain. With age lu* lK*gan to lose Ids nerve — he would not take cliances. But 
he also lx*came afraid of liorscs. 1 liave seen him so frightened that his ruddy face lost color and his 
hand trembled. It was strange. t(M>. when one considered what a cool, keen, daring rider he had been iu 
early life, recalling Johnson’s lines on Senility and linbeeility: 

“In life’s last scenes. 

What proiligies surprise; 

Fears of the brave 

Ami follies of the wise. 

From Marlborougli’s eyes 
'The streams of dotage flow, 

.\iid Swift expires 

A driveiler and a show,”

William Hayward was prohaldy tin* most a<‘compIislicd jo<*key that has appeared ii|h*ii .\iiiericaii race 
courses, where he played a conspiruous jnirt for a periiMl covering iiearl.v Hiirty years. Born at Northamp- 
loii. England, iu 1844. lie learned Ids profession in Hu* stahle^of Mr. .Merry, trained by Matthew Dawson 
ir was iu that great era when the “yellow and Mack” of the Scotch iron master dominated * the turf 
witli 'Tiiormaiib.v. Dundee. SuiiIn*hiii and Blaiielie of .Middlebie. Ha.vward caiiu* into promineiic; 

ill 18*11. when he won tlie KraiidstamI Plate at Astot on Buckstoiie. In 18(>*; the late W. N. Sanford 

w;is forming a great stable and secured Ha.vward. who eame to Auieri«*a, and Ids deluit in the “dark 
blue” jacket when he woli the West«*|iester Cup on iHiadstoiie. Ixating Charles Littletield on Onward 
after a desi»erate finish, was the seiisatiou of tin* meeting and a revelation iu race riding. 

His st.vle was sometliiug new. It demonstrated the Newmarket sohoid, tlie “niggling” with tlie 
hands, and the imtieiit waiting with a final rush at tlie finish. Hayward at ou<*<* )>ecauie tiie fash- 
ionable jockey. He riule all Mr. Sanfmd’s “erack” ra«*ers. I.4iiicaster, .Monarchist. Salina. Mate, Preak- 
m*ss, etc., until 1870. when .Mr. Sanford invaded England. 'Then Hayward went to Mr. Belmont and 
riKle Sultana in all her raees, wiiiidiig tlie Travers. Hunter. Ladies’ and ot!u*r stakes. In 1883 Hayward 
went witli Applegate & Johnson and also nuh* The I’.anl for .Mr. Cassatt, Ir<H|Uois for Mr. Lorillard, and 
in fact, all the great iierformers to the end of his career. 

'To enumerate Ilu.vwanrs trinmplis in tin* saddle wmild In* to record three vietories for the West 
Chester Cnii, two for the Saratoga <’np. two eaeli for tin* Belmont, tlie Ladies’, the Alabama, and one 
for the 'Travers. Bealization. Brooklyn Handicap and the Futurity, with m(»rc of the minor events 
than we iiave sjiaee to record. He was in the forty -niiiHi year of his age when he won the Futurity 
on Morcllo. and it really marked Hu* close of his career, Wliile a brilliant man in the saddle, he was the 
most coinnionplace out of it. He liail no ambition to push himself. He had no valet, hut apiM*ared at Hit' 
scales with his sadiHe on his arm. He was alwa.vs modest, respectful and cautious in his «*omm<*nts, and 
r<*tained the resi»eet and confidence of his employers no less than their admiration for his abilitj'. His 
“set to” was wide, witii more tiioveim*nt of the ImhI.v tlian is usual, and in liritigiiig a horse home 
he had no siqierior. as he sliowed in the ib*ail heat lM*tvveen SpriiigiNik and Preakiiess for the Saratoga 

Clip of 1S75. when, as lu* saiil: “I eas(*«| my liorse ,*i quarter of a mile from home to allow him to 

get his wind, and it was all that saved him, for. wlicii lu* came again, he gained on Springbok, while 
before that he W'as weakening.” 

I'j4lxv;ir«l l‘'c*uke.s. 

Edward Feakes. a native of Cambridge, in England, learned to ridi* in tlie stable of .Matthew Dawson 

III 1871 the late .Mr. M. II. Sanford applit*d throngii .Mr. B. B. Bnu-»* to Dawson for a jockey, and Dawson 

selected tiu* since famous Fred .Vrdier. But .Srclier’s family ohjerted to his going to .\niericu and Feake 
was s<*nt instead. In 1873 Feakes won the Chunipagne Stakes on (Irinstead. It was a gr<*at school ol 
jockeys at tiu* old I’reakiiess farm m*ar Paterson. .V J. 'There was Hayward. Doiioiiue. Feakes, Brown 
Miller and J«>hiiiiy Driscoll, wlio afterward liecanu* a driver of tndters. 

Ill 1871 Feakes won Hu* Central on Finework. the Loriliard on Brigand, and in 187*5 entered Mr. Bel 
niont’s stahle and won tiu* Witliers on Fidillestick. .\niong Jiis great races were the Harden ('ity Cup a 
Chicago on .Mollie .McCartli.v, Hie iHiriliard on S|H*iidthrift. and in 1881 he entered .Mr. L(»rillard’s servic 
and rmh* Parole. Pizurro. .\ranza. Iroipiois, Drake Carter. Barrett and liiawasse in all their ra<*es. Feake> 
like Isaac Murphy, was lK*Uer over a long distance than in sliort raiM*s. lb* loveil to “wait and win.’ 
coining witli one run at Hu* tinish. In Hiis he was fjivored with I’arole. as tliat liorsc could ontnin almo* 
any in Hu; stretch. Feakes became a trainer for several years, but ultimately retired and became a pros 
perous farmer in New Jersey.

James Rowa* is known today as the most suci-essfnl of .\m4*ricaii traiiuTs. but to Hu* «d<ler genera 
tions he is rcmcmlH*red also for Ids short but lirilliaiit 4*an*er as .i j«M-key. ,\ native of Fn*dericksbnrg. 
Va.. R«»we lH*came «*«»iim*4te<t with llu* stalde <*f Col. .McDaniels in isqp and roile Id’s first nn*** July *5. 
1>71. at .Moiimontli Park on Idalio. eiglity-five pounds, in a large field. He did iiol ride again until 
August 1*5. wlieii Col. .Mi-Daidels put him up on Hie renowned Harry Bassett b»r the Kenner Stakes at 
Saratoga, widch In* w«ui in a ti»*ld <»f six. Ib* nwh* J«m* Daid(*Is sei’oiid for Hu* Jersc.v D«*rby. aiul 
from Hint tiiin* nnh* all Hu* .McDaniels luir^es .Abjiel, Kon*e. 'Tnbniaii and •dlierv to Hn* cMse of 
till* season. Rowe continued to ride during 1S72. 1873 and 187 1. when iitcn*asing weight compelled Ids 

retirement. His can*i*r. while brief, was brilliant. He won the Belmont Stakes twice, with Jim* Daniels 
and SpriiiglHik; the Ladies’ with Katie Pease; the Saratoga Cup on Harry Bassett, lH*ating liongfellow; 
Hu* 'Travers on Joe Daniels: the Jerome Stakes with Harry Bassett and Jim* Daniels; the Dixie and 
Bowie Stakes witli Harr.v Bassett, in those da.vs he was a quiet little Isid as he sIinnI reeeiving “orders” 
fnmi idd C4d. .McDaniels, willi Hie corners »»f his m«uiHi drawn down, fn*ckels on his nose and a pair 
of idcrciiig dark cvch. Ib* w.as a flue jockc.\ , bin as a iraiiicr he has «iiilstri|iiictl all cttaiciuiMiraries. 



Bondage Fails His Admirers in the 
Main Bace — John S. Bear- 
don Wins Like a Good One.

NEW ORLE-V.NS. Ia*i., Fihrnary 21. — 'The welcome 
advent of hot sunsidni* workeil wonders in the 
Jefferson Park going toda.v and the horses were 
‘iiabled to stn*tch themselves out with freedom, 
rill* track was b.v no means at its lM*st. but it will 
be b.v .Monday if the present agreeable weatlior 
conditions continue. 'The imiiroved jirosiu'cts had 
their dm* effect on the attendance, and the jdace 
was crowded ulmut to i(s capacit.v with interested 
siK‘ctators. Naturally, the change in the going 
linmght alKJut some unanticipated results. 'Tins 
was particularly true of the feature race, a dash 
of a mile and a sixteenth, fifth ci* tlie card and 
coiilcsted by some giK>d racers. 'There was a preva- 
lent notion that Bondage was alKuit due, and he 
was b.-icked into favoritism and i*an pretty well, hiit 
third was the lM*st he could do. Honolulu Boy 
raced into the lead on the last turn, and holding it 
resolutely won from Omond b.v a short head. Omoud 
was the lx‘st horse in the ra<*e. but lost considerable 
ground early, which he failed to quite make up. 
Both the first and second horses were at long odds 
in the lM*tting. 

John W. Schorr’s two-,vcar-olil John S. Reardon 
showed himself to he a iM'tter colt than lie has 
been rated when he won the first race, (’ointreun, 
eoiipled with Pi*erage, was again the favorite, but 
Jihin S. Re.irdun quickly showed in front, and muk- 
ing Hu* iMii*i‘ fast held his own and won b.v a IcngtJt 
from the favorite, with Blemished a half length 
iMick. 'The Memphis turfman ma.v have a rcMll,v 
giHul i-idt in this ha.v son of Drnioiidule. At any 
rale, he seems to improve steadily. 

'eccaiit se«*med the flick of the platers contest- 
ing the seeond rare, a three-quarters sprint for 
three-.vear-olds. Hi* was accordingly the favorite, 
but 'The .Archer was also wi*Il backed and proved 
himself hest tiy giving Peccant weight and a length 
and a half b<*ating under Lyke’s capable jockeyshifi. 
Heavy WeufMin ran well and was si gisHl third, 
while lilue Jeans made up enough ground from u 
fMMir sendoff to suggest an earl.v win. 

VETERAN BRINGHURST TO THE FORE. 

'The veteran sprinter Bringhurst was greatly 
helped hy the improved going, and in a warm final 
settu with another old-timer in Pnlliix captured 
the third race by a head. Port laght bringing up 
in third place. I’.iinghurst’s sYiccoss was not nn- 
liMiked for, and the old fellow was well l>uck(*d. 
hut Bon 'rronip was an even money favorite and his 
finishing fourth was not enjo.ved by his confident 
snp|M>rters. 

.Vrnericaii Aci*. one of the best sprinters in thu 
west, lias not 1 m*i*h shining any tix) well here and 
ill Ills last race was an igiiomiiiioiis last, but lu* ran 
like himself today and had no trouble in disposing 
of the pretensions of t’liarlie I..<*ydeeker, King’s 
riiampioii and Iwiii in the fifth, showing u gisMl 
order of speed and winning by an easy four lengths. 

'Tlie English gelding Prosjiector gave Lykc his 
second wiiiiiiiig mount of the ila.v in tin* sixth rac** 
when he defeated 'The Belgian II. hy a couple of 
lengths and Koldcrest Boy confirmed his present 
good form wln*ii In* won the concluding race of tin* 
day from P.nbbling Louder and Prunes by a good 
thriM» lengths. 

No fn»sh leads were uncovered by the stewards 
in their investigation as to the Courtship nose 
stuffing. At present the.v liave enmeshed an owner 
who. to all intents and puriHise.s. is practically sus- 
pended. but annoniicement of Hie fact is lield in 
abeyance in the liope of landing others and also 
to give Sam ('. Nnckols. Jr., one of tin* stewanls 
who served at tin* Fair (Ironinls. opiMirtiinity to 
n*vii*w the evidence and cqinur in any deci.sions 
that the stewanls will make. 

Bon 'Tromp was elaiiiied for $3,100 by J, W. Mur- 
phy. represented in the third race by SnhaJidar. 

'Tin* stewards were not satisfied with the ride 
that Coltiletti gave I5on Tromfi in the third race 
and had a lengthy interview with that youngster.

Jeorge Barbee, a native of Norwieli. England, learned to ride in the stable of Connt de I^igrange 
.and was the exercise lad of the famous iJladiateur. whieh as a fonr-yenr-old had bad legs, and Barl>ee*s 
light weight rendered him a useful pilot. He had ridden several years in England and eame to .Ameriea 

for Mr. Chamlierlin in 1872. riding his first raee on Brennus for the Belmont. He smm had a Inerntive 

pniellee. He won the Bowie Stakes on True Bine and rode the same horse in California that year. In 
1874 lie won the Belmont Stakes on Saxon for Mr. lairillard after a desperate finish, and tlie Travers on 
Attllu. He won the Travers again in 1^7."* on D'.Vrtagnaii. 

Between 187ri and 1884 Barbee rode all the great horses of the period — Parole. Tom Oehiltree, Duke 
of Magenta. Eole. Mistake. (Jerald. T’neas. Springbok, Lizzie Lneas. etc. In 1880 he went to England for 
.Mr. Lorillard :ind roile Insinois. Mistake and otliers. Returning to Ameriea. lie riwle Saehem in the great 
mat«*li against Onondaga. Barl>ee was one of the most museiilar jockeys that ever wore silk. Built 
like a gladiator of tlie “|Muket edition.” the power of liis bii*i*p miiseles was tremendous, and liis wliip- 
piiig. of eourse. was severe. In 1874 Springbok lv*eame so savage no j*»ekey eoiild ride him until Barbee 
was put up. One stroke of his whip and Spriiiglmk yielded. It was the same of Ciieas no one but B.'ir- 
lM*e could make liim lieliave iiroiM*rly. Barliee’s want of stature and rather short thighs did not allow 

him to appe;ir to advantage in the siiddle. nor was he ipiiek eiiongli to ride two-year-olds. AVitli older 

horses and longer distances he was at his lM*st, 

AV. .I«».sc|»li Palmer. 

Joe Palmer was a (lopular rider in the late “sixties” and early “seventies,” He began in Mr. Jerome's 
stable and later rode for Mr. Belmont. In iStJS he wen the (Jraiid National llaiidieap on De ('oureey. 92 
]»ounds. and in lSb!» lie rode .Narragansett. Fannie Lndhiw. Pomi»ey Payne. IfelmlMdd and all the "eraeks.” 
He was one of the few eastern jockeys who went west ride. In 18(59 his greatest smeess was riding 
A’espneius and lieating (Jlenelg for the Animal .stakes. In 1S70 he won the Hunter on Remorseless, the 
.Summer Handieap on Nannie Ibniglas and man.v minor events. He won the Jersey D«*rb.v on Meteor in 1872 
and later rode Joe Daniels in tin* great four-mile race in California, won l»y Thai! Stevens, in whieli lie 
was ai*i*us»*d of having ent down 'I'rue Bine, lie was a d.aring, dashing sort of joikey. but bis recklessness 
caused him to fall into disfavor and lie simui lost the extensive practice he li:id previously enjoyed.

Bob .Swim Avns witli Mr. John M. Clay’s stable in 1807. but it was in 1808 that he liegan to take a 
I leading iMisition as a joekey. riding tlie winner. (Jeneral Duke, in the race for the Belmont Stakes, and 
I from llien until shortl.v Ix'fore his deatli in 1878 he was one of the most fasliionabh* jockeys. lie- rode 
Longfellow, winning the Moiimontli niid Saratoga ('ups in 1871: he won tin* AVitliers on Aristides and tlie 
B**lmoiit on (’alvin in ls7.A; the Kentnek.v Derliy on Vagrant in 1S70: tin* Jerome. Travers. Jersey Ib*rby 
ami Dixie Stakes on 'F«un Bowling in 1873: tin* Bowie on Jack Frost in 1874; Ihe Breekenridge on Aristides 
in 187."i. and many other great events. But he was generally regarded as an unfair rider, and the nnmlier 
of liorses cut down in races in which he liad ridden gave color to the l»4>llef, 

Hvaiis. 

(B‘<»rge Evans, a native of Newport. AVales. was, ,*it tin* age of eleven, apprenticed to the American 
trainer. Mr. J. B. Pryor, then in England. T.,*iter he w.is with Waugh, but wlien Mr. Pryor returned to 
America iii 1872 to train for Mr. Belmont, lie engaged Evans to ride. Evans rode The III Csed and others 
I of the Belmont stable ill 1873. and in 1874 lie had the honor of riding FeRoweraft when the latter beat 
Lexington's time for four miles at .Saratoga, In 187."» be roile Olitipa and won the Dixie on 'rom Oeliiltree. 
He spent 187(5 in England, but returned liere in ls77 and rode for Mr. Lorillard witli success. When in 
1879 Mr. Keene formed a stable Evans was engaged in England, and u|Kin liis return nsle Spendthrift, 
winning tin* Belmont and Lorillard Stakes. The Lorillard av.is Ev.-ins’ masterpie<*e. He was Ijist to leave 
tlie post, where .Magnetism kicked him. but Evans sent him out on tlie forlorn hope and. eateliing liis 
Inirses one by one, lie eame away and won one of tlie most tlirilliiig races ever Avitnessed on tliis con- 
tinent. 

.laiiieK Alcliaiisrliliii* 

Of all the jockeys of tlie era Janies McLaughlin Avas tlie greatest, if judged b.v tlie standard of siie- 
eess. Born at Hartford. Conn.. Febninry 22. 18«51. lie. at the age of Hfteeii. attaelied himself to the 
stable of “Fatlier Bill Daly.” for Avhom lie rode at eoiinty fairs. His first success Avas on Lady Salyers 
at Jerome Park in 1877. In ls7S lie rode Rliadamantims for tin* DAvyer Bros., and. as they were about 
to take Bramble to I.^misvnii* for tlie Stallion Stakes, tliey iiidiieed Daly to transfer Melaiiighlin's appren- 
tii*eshi|> to them, and friuii that day “Jimmy’s” star Avas in the aseendaiit. He won the Stallion Stakes 
Avith Bramble and the ,St. Leger Avith Leveller. In 1879 the Dwyers had increased their stable, and Me- 
Laiighliii Avitli Bramble made a clean sAveep of the ('up raees -the Baltimore, Westchester. Monmoiith, 
Saratoga and Brighton all falling to liim. 

In 1880 he Avon the ( entennial Stakes Avith Bramble and Avas presented Avith the spurs Avorn by Joe 
Riidil. Hie Nestor of American jockeys. But the year liad great tilings in store for "Jimmy.” It Avas 
marked b.v the sensation:iI racing of tlu* colt Luke Blackburn, whieh won all bis races exeejit two. in «»ne 
ill whieli he fell, and in ISSI lie iiejirly repeated it Avith Hindoo, as lie did in 1SK2 with Riinnyiiiede and in 
1883 Avith Miss Woodf«ird, Barnes and (Jeorge Kinney, and led ti local poet to ii*lebrate his e\]doits in a 
g, one of the verses of Avhieh read: 

“From the land of the Nutmeg 
To Gotham he eame; 

Each season he rose a jieg higher; 

I'rom F'ather Bill Daly’s « 

Ohl ‘red Avith green cap’ 

To the famous red jacket of Dwyer; 

Old ‘Rliad.’ little Bramble, 

Luke Blaekbnrn and all 
(.No wonder he feels a bit ‘eoekey'). 

And even great Hindoo 
Has answered liis call — 

Hurrali for the Yankee jiH-key!” 

For ten years or more MeLanghlin AAore the “red. blue sash” of the DAvyer Bros. In 1881 his record 
AA'as fifty-nine AVinning niomits out of 183. In 1882 he roile in 21.’'» races and won eighty-elglit and in 1SK3 
out of 218 mounts lie aaoii ninety -five. During all tliese years of tlie all -i*oni|uering “DAA'.ver dynasty” he 
eoiistantly had the “call.” Six times he Avon the Belmont Stakes; four times the Travers, tlie Juvenile, 
the Ladies’ and Cnited States Hotel Stakes. Six times he won the Tidal Stakes; three times tlie Ala- 
bama. Flash and the Withers, and once each the Saratoga Cnp. Kentucky Derb.A and Futurity. He never 
won the Metropolitan. Brooklyn or Suhurbaii. His seat on a horse Avas not artistic, but rather doiihletl 
up. He took a big Avrap. rode Avith a sliort rein and leaned far forAvard. He had great trouble in re- 
ducing to ride, ami during a raee meeting it Avas a familiar sight of a morning to see him out on a 
“waste Avalk” over tlie Westeliester liills. wnipiied in heav.v elothing. I'nlike man.v of ills eonteiii|>o- 
I raries. lie did not graduate in such high schools of horsemansliip as Matt DaAVsoii’s or Waugh’s. He, self- 
I taught, rose to the 'pinnacle of fame like a true Amerieaii. 

Isane ^liirpliy. 

Old turfites were fond of reealling the riding feats of ”,\'r»e.” hut Isaac Murphy must be accorded llie 
palm as the greatest of colored jockeys. Born in Kentucky in lSr»9. lie grcAV up in the stalde of ('apt. 
J. T. Williams and began riding in IS7(». In 1N77 lie rode Vera (’ruz and Avon nineteen out of fort.v- 
tliree races. He rode in 1878. hut it Avas in 1879 tliat Isaac attained to a national reputation b.v riding 
Falsetto for Mr. J. W. Hunt Reynolds. On this eolt he Avon the Phoenix. Avas second for the Ke’ntueky 
Derby and Avon tlie (’lark Stakes. Tlieii lie journeyed to Saratoga, winning the Travers and Kenner from 
Speniltlirift. It is said that tlie corn at Mr. Reynolil’s Fleetwood Farm eame in red and white kernels 
that year, as if to celebrate Falsetto’s colors (red. Avliite sash) in their succession of triumphs. Out of 
seventy-five races Isaac had Avon tliirty-five that year. But lie became in such demand tliat in 1881 he 
won twenty -tAvo out of forty -eiglit — a great average. 

During tlie folloAviiig ten .v'ears Murpliy heeaine the leading joekey. HayAvard and McLaughlin being 
bis only rivals in |Hipularity. Wlietlier in the green jacket of Mr. ('orrigaii. the black of Mr BaldAvin. 
the orange of Mr. Haggiii or the AvIiite of Mr. Eliret. lie aams generally found in the saddle of the “eraek” 
horse of the year. Freeland. Volaiite. Firenze. Emperor of Norfolk. Leonutus. Modesty. Kingston. Salva- 
tor. Ixuigstreet. Vorkville Belle, etc., weie among Iiis mounts. He nule Salvator for the Suburban and 
also in the gre;it mateli Avith Teiiny. Three times he Avon the Kentnek.v Derb.v. four times the American 
Derh.v at (’liicago. five times the Latonia Derby, once the Suhurhaii, tAviee the Saratoga (’up and twice the 
First Special on Kingston. 

Murpliy Avas not so successful Avith tAvo-year-olds. He l:icked the i|uiekiiess of Huglies or Melaiugh- 
liii. but ill a huiger raee be bad no rival but lia.VAvard. His judgment of pace was be.voiid tliat of any 
jockey of his period. 'Fraim*rs said they could tell liim at what pact* be was to ride a trial and lie would 
do it almost to a fraction. In the early days of liis career Isaac w*as an elegant specimen of maiihoud. 
strong, muscular, yet litlii*. and as graceful as AikiHu. As he vaulted into the saddle of a great raee 
liorse on a great oeeasion. resplendent in the silk or satin, and gatliered his reins, lie looked as handsome 
as Pliaeton must have looked Avlieii he stepped into his ciiariot to guide the liorses of the sun. 

l^loyd HuK'lit'K. 

IJoyd Huglies Avas the most successful rider of tAvo -year -olds during the ]>eriod 187.'»-S0 Avlien lie AA’ore 
the “blue and orange” of the late Mr. (Jeorge I.. Lorillard. Born in Wales in 18T»7. be learned to ride in 
till* stable of “Paganini” Smith, and came to Ameriea in 1872 along witli (Jeorge Barliee to ride for Mr. 
Jolin F. ('hamberlain. lie won his first raee at Baltimore the following autumn on Brennus. It Avas 
also the first race Mr. ('liamherlaiii had won and so «lclighted “Old Peter.” his colored servant, tliat he 
telegraphed tlie jo.vful tidings to tlie late II. P. Mi*(Jrath: “Mister McGrath, Fore God Brennus won the 

raee — Mr. Joliii broke the jmioI Imix.” 

At tliat jieriod Hughes could ride at H7\ iiounds. He won ten out of forty-one races in 1873 and in 
187(i lie won nineteen out of 1(1.** mounts. In ISn he Avon tlie (’entral Stakes on Duke of Mirgenta. wliieh 
so pleased Mr. Lorillard that he engaged him for the following year. Tlie .engagement Avas the making 
of llughes. He rode Sensation. Duke of Magenta. Danger. Loulaiiier. Balance All. Harold. Monitor. Idler. 
Ferida. Grenada. Spiiiawa.v and Blazes in all their great races. His sweepstakes victories numbered the 
Juvenile. Flash. HoiM*ful. Surf and (’entral twice, tliree Jul.vs :iuil Saratogas, one Nursery. Misses’, Ten- 
nessee. August. (’riteri«m and Foam. 'I’Avice lie won the Witliers. the Belmont. Travers :tiid three times 
till* Jerome. Preakuess and Fordham, and f»iur times (In* Dixie Stakes on Duke of Makeiita. Monitor, Gren- 
ada ami ( rickmore’ 

Hughes was tlie quickest joekey at the post Ave <*au reeall. but liis olistane.A* often got him into troulde 

Avith start«*rs and lie )iai«I a small fortune in fines. He pulled Harold up at the post in ’79 in tlie race 

for tlie Withers and. in liis efTort to recover h*st ground, tin* eolt broke a blood vessel and was ruined as 
a racer. He lias since told us that it eauseil him to lose iie.irl.v all his savings, ;is he liad liaeked Harold 
heavil.v ill the winter IxMiks. Of all the horses he rode Seiisiition Avas his idol. 

“Von never liad to ride him out. did .vou*/“ I asked him. 

“Ride him out I” he e.\elaimi*d, “Why, he could canter and beat the rest Avhile tliey Avere g:iIlopiiig 
hard.” 

”Rtit .Aim knoAv he Avas sluggish and I thought .a’ou miglit have liad to rouse him sometimes,” 

“Never hut once— tliat Avas Avhen Femeline stole up to him in the .Nursery. He Avas iin-liiied to lo.if 
and AvIien Ferin-lifl'e came up I just shook liim up.” 

“.Viid lie res|ioiided wlieii .von sliook liim up’r” 

“He did. and I Avish I hadn’t — In* fairly ran away Avitli me.” 

Huglies’ love for Sensation never grew cold, and Avhen it*. 1884 Sens.itioii’s lirst-horn eolt. Triton, won 

the Juvenile We Avere sitting with Huglies in the upi*er tier of the Jerome P.irk grandstand. Wlien tin* 
big brown eolt elialleiiged in tlie sireteli and eame away, llughes could stand It no longer and. jumping 
niMiii tlie b♦‘nl•ll. hat in liand.
